|Talked with Ed Braswell and Jim Wools ey, Senate 
staff, who indicated they had received the letter 
from Warren Nutter on alternative methods of financing the irregular forces 
in Laos and they felt Nutter's response was less than helpful. 

I also talked further with these staffers about the problems which we 
had with the sections of the State authorization bill having to do with dissemi- 
nation of information abroad and reductions of overseas personnel. They 
agreed with our assessment that it would be virtually impossible for Senator 
Stennis to do anything for us on the information section of the bill (or, in fact, 
to have anyone do anything about this) on the floor of the Senate without 
attracting attention to the Agency's covert action programs. On the other 
hand they felt Senator Stennis w> uld be willing to help us on the personnel 
reduction problem. They added, however, they did not feel the Senator would 
want to be saddled with a major chore of fighting this reduction for all elements 
of the Defense establishment. (As a matter of fact, Stennis would like to 
see some personnel reductions of some DOD elements abroad. )
